Rene Bourgeois 

News is received that Rene Bourgeois has been killed in action “Some- 
where in France.” Few Canadian civil servants have won more honour or 
seen more varied service than he. 

A clerk in the Montreal Post Office, he crossed the sea at the outbreak of 
war and joined the famous Foreign Legion of the French Army. He was 
thus one of the first Canadians to face the foe, and during the early months 
of the struggle saw desperate fighting on many fields. The Croix de Guerre 
with pdms and the Medaille Militaire were the tributes to his gallantry. 

Some months ago he was transferred to the British Army and held a 
Lieutenant’s commission when he paid the last great tribute of devotion and 
died a hero’s death. 

Lieut. Bourgeois was a son of Louis Bourgeois of Montreal and a grand- 
nephew of Leon Bourgeois, ^Minister of Labour in the French Government. 

The following is reprinted from The Civilian of November 26th, 1915 : 
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EMPLOYE DES POSTES DE 
MONTREAL DECORE. 


N ’avoir que vin^t ans et etre decore 
de la medaille militaire, cet insigne 
que les plus grands generaux se font 
line gloire d’obtenir et un honneur de 
porter, avoir aussi sur sa tunique la 
eroix de guerre avec palnies, et etre 
cite a I’ordi-e du jour, non d’un regi- 
ment, mais de toute I’annee, voila 
I’insigne lionneur qui vient d’echoir 
au jeune Rene bourgeois, employe dcs 
postes de IMontreal.

MONTREAL POSTAL CLERK 
WINS COVETED HONORS, ’ 


To be but twenty years of age and 
to be awai’ded the military medal — 
is the signal honour which has just 
come to young Rene Bourgeois, an 
employee of the ^fontreal Po.st Office. 

]\rr. Bourgeois, who is but twenty 
years old, is the son of a Frenchman 
residing in ^Montreal, and of a Frencli- 
Canadian mother. Enlisted as a 
volunteer in the “Legion Etrangere,” 
young Bourgeois has more than dis- 
tinguished himself on the battlefields 
of his father’s mother country, to 
whose as.si.stance he had gone, though 
under no military obligations. Fol- 
lowing is the simple account of his 
own deeds which the young man gives 
to his father, in a letter recently re- 
ceived by him : 

‘ ‘ T have been mentioned in the order of 
the day of the army and decorated on the 
battlefield with the ‘Medaille militaire’ 
and the ‘ croix de guerre ’ with palms by 
two generals and surrounded by my colonel 
and other superior officers, for having 
gone, in broad daylight, to reconnotre 
some German positions and having brought 
back very useful information On my way 
back to our trenches, I came across one 
of our wounded, who had been lying there 
for two days. I decided first to go and 
give the account of my mission, and then 
returne dto pick up the wounded man. 
under hot fire of the German machine 
guns, which, happily, did not touch me. 
The wounded man was in open ground, be- 
tween the German trenches and our own, 
and it took me an hour to bring him back 
to safety.” 

Prior to this brilli.aut feat, young 
Bourgeois had won his sergeant’s 
stripes on the battlefield.

PRIVATE R. S. URTON, A\dm 
AA'ent OA'erseas Avith a LeAvis machine 
gun section, and is reported as 
killed in action, AA^as formerly a 
railAA'ay mail clerk in the IMoose JaAv 
district. He enlisted in September, 
1915. 

FLIGHT-LIEUT. ALEX. F. Mc- 
CLOjLOCH, formerly of the Regis- 
tration Branch, Dept, of the Interior, 
AA'as instantly killed in an accident 
met AAdth -while flying August 16th. 
Lieut. McCulloch, aa’Iio Avas but 
tAA'enty-three years of age, enlisted in 
XoA'ember, 1914, in the Mechanical 
Transport Section C.A.S.C., spent 
scA^eral months in France Avith this 
unit, transferred to the Borden Ma- 
chine Gun Battery, Avas Avounded but 
remained on duty, then transferred 
to the Royal Flying Corps, AAdiere he 
made rapid progress, having receded 
an appointment as Assistant Air In- 
structor just previous to his death. 
He AA'as buried -with full inilitary 
honours at Cirencester, his sister, 
Nursing Sister Georgie B. McCul- 
loch, being present. SurAUAung are 
mother, father, brother, Co. Sergt. 
James., Nursing Sister Georgie B., 
Evelyn (Marine Dept.), Maud (P. 0. 
Dept.). Mrs. F. G. Sims and Mrs. H. 
S. Moffett. 

CAPTAIN WALTER E. BLUE, 
Canadian Field Artillery, Avounded 
and gassed, is a Public Works engi- 
neer, Avho Avent to the front at the 
commencement of the Avar with the 
contingent from the 2nd Ottawa Bat- 


tery He has the “acting” rank of 
major • 

CAPT. (ACTING MAJOR) DA- 
VID PHILPOT, D.S.O., 7th Bat- 
talion, Avas Avounded several weeks 
ago. He is a Public Works man from 
Ncav Westminster and son-in-law of 
H. A. Wilson, the department’s ac- 
countant there. He Avent OA'erseas as 
sergeant-major of the 7th Battalion, 
Avon a commission, successive promo- 
tions and the coA^eted D.S.O.. was of- 
fered the command of another unit 
but preferred to remain with the 
glorious old “Seventh.” 

FRANK L. MAXWELL, postal 
clerk, Toronto, was Avounded in the 
thigh on August 17th. He Avent over- 
seas Avith the infantry in July, 1916. 

W. E. PENNYLEGION, of Tor- 
onto post office, had been overseas 
ten months and in the trenches six 
months when he Avas gassed on August 
18th. 

LANCE CORP. WALTER N. 
HALL, IM.iM., of Toronto post office, 
Avent to the front in November, 1914, 
and has been in a lot of big fighting. 
At Zillebeke he Avon the ^Military 
Medal and a stripe. During that 
battle he Avas tAvdce buried by explo- 
siA'es. He was reported from an Eng- 
lish hospital on August 20th as 
Avounded in the thigh. A brother was 
killed at Vimy and another is a pa- 
tient at Bramshott. 

ACTING CORP. C. G. VICKERS, 
of the Eaton Machine Gun Battery, 
badly gassed, is another Toronto post 
office man. He had eighteen months 
at the front and was at Ypres, the 
Somme and Vimy. He is one of the 
few survivors of his section. 


DECORATIONS WON. 


The Military Medal has been award- 
ed to Corporal W. H. Smith, a Tor- 
onto postal clerk, Avho has done noble 
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service for the Empire. He was born 
in Scotland and went to South Africa 
with the Camerons. He had been in 
Canada ten years when he enlisted 
for service in France. On December 
17th he received wounds in action 
that resulted in the amputation of his 
left leg. 

The name of Battery Sergt.AIajor 
J. C. Cowan was among those in a list 
recently brought to the notice of the 
Secretary of State for War. Par- 
ticulars as to why IMr.

AFTERWARDS. 


What will he the effect of the war 
on the Civil Service? 

This is a question that many are 
asking and more are thinking without 
expression of their anxiety. It is a 
rather profitless question, because no 
one can answer it accurately, yet it 
may be easily turned to great profit 
by the intelligent action of the men 
and women now composing the per- 
manent Service. 

Some of the effects of the war are 
certain. The personnel of the Service 
will be enlarged. A very large pro- 
portion of the recruits will be girls 
and ex-soldiers. The comparative in- 
fiuenee of the Civil Service organiza- 
tions will be lessened unless strong 
effort is made to inspire the new men 
and women with the esprit de corps 
that, scoffers notwithstanding, really 
exists in the best element in the Ser- 
vice. 

At this juncture protest and la- 
mentation over existing conditions are 
as ridiculous as they are useless. The 
new state of affairs must be accepted. 
The pensions branch of the Depart- 
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meut of ]\Iilitia and Defence alone is 
likely to be one of the largest — pos- 
sibly the largest — branch in the Ser- 
vice when things settle down again. 
This branch, and others, will be built 
up largeh^ from outside material. 
Doubtless the Government will make 
appointments in accordance with the 
requirements of the Civil Service Act 
as far as may be possible, but it will 
be surprising if many appointments 
of special character are not made. 
During the years of war there is being 
trained, in Ottawa particularly, a 
great class of temporary employees, 
and these, from their skill and exper- 
ience, will naturall.y claim many posi- 
tions on the staff of any permanent 
branches organized to do work car- 
ried on by temporary staffs during the 
war. 

These new-comers into the Service 
must be absorbed into all the activi- 
ties and interests of the old Service, 
and it is' not too soon to commence the 
work. There are Civil Service organi- 
zations which, of necessity, must re- 
strict their memberships to the per- 
manent Service, but there are others 
to which the temporary clerks can be 
made welcome as associate if not as 
full-fledged members. The AVomen’s 
Branch has an exceptional opportun- 
ity in this regard. Perhaps ninety 
per cent of the temporary employees 
are girls, and scores of them are 
studying for, trying and passing regu- 
lar examinations and securing per- 
manent appointments. The Women’s 
Branch is doing splendid war work 
along several lines, all of such char- 
acter that the new-comer, whether 
permanent or temporary, can be in- 
vited to participate therein. The 
social gatherings which are the most 
looked-for events of the winter season 
give excellent opportunities for in- 
viting the new girls to come in and 
be made to feel that they are one in 
the Civil Service entity. 

The men of the Service have their 
duty as well, in respect to both the 
new men and the new women enter- 


ing the government employ. Every 
new permanent clerk should be asked 
to join the Civil Service Association, 
he should be advised of his eligibility 
for Civil Service insurance, the ad- 
vantages of the mutual benefit socie- 
ties should be explained to him and 
the savings and loan society should 
make its appeal to his economic 
sense. 

Once the new man (or the new 
woman, for they are equally eligible 
to all these organizations) becomes 
identified with a Civil Service body’ 
he begins to take a new view of his 
situation. He feels that he is not only 
in, but of the Service. Its interests, 
its aims, its improvement begin to ap- 
peal to him. He realizes that what 
will help the Service will help him. 
Every man and woman so received 
and absorbed constitutes an added 
strength. Let no effort be spared in 
assimilating the great mass of new 
material now available for the build- 
ing up of a greater, stronger, better 
Civil Service in Canada.

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INCOME TAX. 


At the regular meeting of the 
Executive of the Ottawa Association 
held on September 4th, an interim 
report was received from the sub- 
committee appointed to consider the 
advisability of appealing to the Privy 
Council against the latest decision in 
the Morson income tax case. 

The report of the sub-committee 
was received, but no action was taken 
pending a further report. 

The sub-committee had under con- 
sideration the present agreement be- 
tween the City of Ottawa and the Do- 
minion Government under the terms 
of which Ottawa civil servants are 
exempt from income tax in respect 
to their salaries The explicit terms 
of the agreement, the variety of sub- 
jects dealt with, and the fact that 
the clause exempting civil servants’ 
incomes from taxation has been in 
effect in all such agreements for over 


forty years would appear to make it 
unnecessary at present to take any 
action in the way of appeal. 

In a wider sense, however, and as 
members of the Federation, the sub- 
committee felt that the full weight 
of the Ottawa Association should be 
behind any appeal that might be 
made. Correspondence is now pro- 
ceeding between the various commit- 
tees dealing with the ^lorson case, 
and a further and full statement of 
policy may be expected at an early 
date

POSTAL CLERKS’ ASSOCIATION OF THE DOMINION OF CANADA. 

Annual Convention, 1917. 


Eoval Alexandra Hotel, 

Winnipeg, July 9th. 

Convention assembled at 9.30 a.m. 

The chair was occupied by Mr. C. Gard- 
ner, of Regina, President, and the vice-chair 
l>y Mr. S. Tease, of Winnipeg, Yice-Presi- 
<lent. For list of delegates present see roll 
call of officers and delegates. His Worship 
dhe Mayor of Winnipeg addressed the con- 
vention, giving the history of the city and 
Telating its growth step by step up to the 
present time. The address contained much 
information of a very interesting character, 
'even to those of his audience who had re- 
sided in Winnipeg for a number of years. 
.At the conclusion of his speech the Mayor 
•extended the freedom of the city to the 
visitors. 

Mr. Grant, of Regina, replied on behalf 
of the visitors. 

Mr. Tease, President of the Winnipeg 
Postal Clerks’ Association, on behalf of the 
local branch, extended a very hearty wel- 
<*ome to the visiting delegates. 

Pickup — Beauchamp : That all business 
be suspended in order to deal with a matter 
of urgency. 

Pickup-^Atkinson : That a small commit- 
tee be selected to draft a telegram dealing 
with the question of a war bonus, such tele- 
$^am to be forwarded to the^Hon. R. L. 
Bolden. Carried. 

Messrs. Tease and Beauchamp having been 
selected by the chair, retired for a few min- 
utes, and on their return submitted the 
following resolution to the convention: 

Whereas, repeated requests have been 
made by this Association that the Depart- 
ment introduce a measure of financial relief 
to meet the present abnormal conditions 
with respect to the high cost of living; 

And, "^Vhereas, the Department have given 
promises of such relief which have not been 
fulfilled; 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That we, the 
Postal Clerks’ Association of the Dominion 
•of Canada, in convention assembled, do 
liereby express our extreme dissatisfaction 
with the Government’s delay in introducing 


a measure of financial relief, repeatedly 
promised, and urgently request that such re- 
lief be immediately granted; 

And, be it further Resolved, that copies 
of this resolution be immediately wired to 
the Right Hon. Sir R. L. Borden and to Hon. 
C. J. Doherty, Acting Postmaster General, 
with a request for an immediate reply. Car- 
ried. 

Venables — Horswell : That mention be 
made in telegram to be despatched of clerks 
employed in semi-stalf offices and temporary 
clerks by adding after the words Postal 
Clerks’ Association of the Dominion of 
Canada, ^ ‘ which includes temporary clerks 
and clerks employed in semi-staff post of- 
fices. ’ ’ Carried. 

Mr. Gardner read a resolution which was 
handed to him by the delegate representing 
Vancouver, dealing with the same subject. 
Telegram despatched in accordance with 
above resolution read as follows: We, the 
Postal Clerks’ Association of the Dominion 
of Canada, which includes temporary clerks 
and clerks employed in semi-staff post of- 
fices, in convention assembled at Wininpeg, 
do hereby express our extreme dissatisfac- 
tion with the Government’s delav in intro- 
ducing a measure of financial relief, repeat- 
edly promised, in order to meet the higher 
cost of living, and urgently request that such 
be immediately granted Thanking vou for 
an immediate reply (Sgd.) C. Gardner, 
President. 

Mr. Tease and Mr. Bell were appointed 
by the chair to act as a Committee on Cre- 
dentials. 

Mr. Crate, Toronto, apologized for the 
neglect of the Secretary of the Toronto As- 
sociation in not furnishing credentials for 
himself and Mr. Hynes, explaining that such 
omission was due to sickness in the family 
of the Secretary. 

Green — Pickup: That the delegates from 
Toronto be seated without credential forms. 
Carried. 

Committee on Credentials reportd all in 
order with the exception of the failure of 
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the Toronto delegates to furnish credentials.

Reports of Officers. Note. — These re- 
ports have been published. 

Report of the President: 

Horswell — Hynes: That as copies of the 
President's report have been supplied to all 
delegates, the report be adopted without 
being read. Carried. 

McCulloch — Foster : That all correspond- 
ence relating to the resignation of Mr. 
Black, referred to in the report of the Presi- 
dent, be tabled. Carried. 

Report of the Secretary-Treasurer: 

Pickup — Walsh: That the report of the 
Secretary-Treasurer be adopted as read. 
Carried. 

Report of the Editor: 

Adams — Smith: That the report of the 
Editor be accepted as issued. Carried. 

Report of the Organizing Secretary: 

A^enables — Foster: That the report of the 
Organizing Secretary be accepted as read 
and that a list of the branches which have 


failed to send in monthly returns, as stated 
in the report, be tabled. Carried. 

Venables — Horswell: That numbers 7 and 
8 of the Order of Business be suspended. 
Carried. 

Report of the Legislation Committee: 

Mutual Aid. Your committee have con- 
sidered the question of Mutual Aid, referred 
to them by last year’s convention, and beg 
to place the following facts before you: 

In the first place, attention is drawn to 
the fact that, as time off for sickness in the 
Service is at present paid for under the 
usual restrictions, the need for a sick relief 
fund is not so pressing as in occupations 
where this privilege does not exist Never- 
theless, the presence of a fund which would 
be available in case of emergency is desir- 
able and a necessary part of an organiza- 
tion looking to the furtherance of the fra- 
ternal bonds throughout its several branches^ 
and especially as affording the smaller 
branches, in conjunction with the larger, an 
opportunity of doing something for them- 
selves that would be otherwise impossible. 

The purpose of the fund is to be consid- 
ered more in the light of a temporary aid 
to provide the usual necessary medical atten- 
tion, requisites, etc. 

Your committee feel that such a scheme 
of relief, to be readily acceptable to the 
Service, would require to be offered at an 
attractive premium. It is, unfortunately, 
the rule more than the exception to put off 
making provision for the proverbial “rainy 
day,^’ and experience shows that a good 
deal of coolness, if not indifference, is 
shown, especially by the younger men on 
the lower grades, when this subject is 
broached, while the older men on the higher 
salaries hardly consider the matter worth 
their attention. It seems, then ,a reasonable 
deduction to infer that such a relief fund — 
and we say it in all charity — would probably 
be availed of more by those whose past ex- 
perience might lead them to conclude that 
they would in the usual course of events 
have occasion to call upon the fund than 
by the average man of good health. 

With respect to probably premium: this 
would naturally depend upon the benefits to 
be offered. The National Federation of 
Post Office Clerks of the United States have 
had such a fund in operation for the past 
four years and an analysis of its working 
may be interesting. Its membership during 
the first year averaged 265, second year 465, 
third year 615, and fourth year 910. They 
charge a premium of $4.00 per anum, pay- 
able quarterly, and the benefits are $7.00 
per week after the first seven days^ illness, 
up to a period of thirteen weeks. No bene- 
fit is paid for less than five days’ sickness 
and $5.00 for the first complete week. It 
will be noted that the increase in member- 
ship seems very satisfactory. The average 
amount of benefit paid would seem, how- 
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<ever, to be a constantly increasing quantity, 
:and while the decreasing margin of surplus 
may be to some extent offset by an increas- 
ing membership, it is a fact worth noting 
:as indicating, perhaps, a condition of af- 
fairs hinted at earlier in this report. At 
the same time their surplus of $2,000.00 on 
hand at the time referred to would seem to 
<establish the fact that their fund rests on 
a fairly safe foundation. We would recom- 
mend that, whatever premium is required, no 
scheme would seem to be adequate that does 
not provide relief for illness of more than 
three days^ duration, beyond which at the 
present time, at least locally, a medical cer- 
tificate is required by the Department, and 
that nothing less than $1.00 per day should 
he offered. This limit of time provision 
would have the advantage of ensuring that 
the fund was not being imposed upon by 
unscrupulous members, since the certificate 
nrould be satisfactory proof of illness, when 
-ncknowdedged by the officers of the branch. 

We would further recommend that this 

convention take the matter up as a ^ ‘ Com- 
mittee of the ^Vhole’’ to determine what 
points of interest may be adduced in con- 
nection with this subject, and that having 
determined upon some probable premium, to- 
gether with benefits, a canvas be had of the 
entire membership ; such canvas to be made 
by printed circular setting forth the nature 
and objects of the proposed fund and ask- 
ing for such information as length of ser- 
vice, numl)er of times off duty through 
illness and duration of same, for a length, 
say, of five years, also if desirous of becom- 
ing a member of said Benefit Fund. These 
circulars could be collected by the secre- 
taries of the branches and a summarized 
statement forwarded the General Secretary, 
who, in turn, would send a final summary 
to each branch of the Association and to 
nil members of the Executive. After full 
consideration of all the facts, and upon 
agreeing as to the desirability of inaug- 
Tirating a Sick Benefit Fund, we recommend 
that the Executive be given instnictions by 
this Convention to appoint one of them- 
'selves, or some capable agent from among 
the membership as Secretary-Treasurer. It 
is understood that the Executive would also 
draft the ^^Constitution and By-laws’^ usual 
nnd necessary in this matter, while the ques- 
tion of remuneration for the services either 
of the Collectors or Secretary-Treasurer is 
one upon which this convention should ex- 
press itself.

Agenda is introduced. Carried. 


Convention adjourned at 11.30 to meet 
at 19.30. 

The afternoon was septn touring the city 
in automobiles. 

Monday evening session. Business re- 
sumed at 19.50. 

Consideration of the Agenda : 

Clause 1. Report of the delegation which 
visited Ottaw'a in January was read by the 
Secretary. 

Mr. Cantw'ell spoke to some length on the 
report and showed how’ the report, copy of 
which was in his possession, had been used 
to advantage by his own branch, also show- 
ing how some rulings, or concessions, made 
by the Department, as contained in the re- 
port, had not been acted upon. 

Tease — Walsh: That the report be ac- 
cepted and that this convention express 
thanks to those members who composed the 
delegation. Also, that any matter contain- 
ed in the report pertaining to any item of 
the Agenda be discussed concurrently wdth 
the introduction of any such item. Carried. 

Pickup — McCulloch: That a telegram be 
sent to Dr. Coulter, Deputy Postmaster Gen- 
eral, asking his intentions in regard to the 
report. Carried. 

Clause 2. Tease — Cantwell: That clause 2 
be referred to the Committee on Classifica- 
tion and Salary. Carried. 

Clause 3. Tease — McCulloch : That 
this clause be deferred until clause 15 be 
introduced. 

Amendment by Crate — Hunter: That dis- 
cussion on clause 3 be indefinitely postponed, 
seeing that a copy. of the Pow^r Bill is hot 
obtainable. Amendment carried. 

Clause 4. Tease — Horswell : That this 
Association do petition the Department not 
to allow' the name of any clerk to appear 
on the pay sheet of one office while such 
clerk is engaged permanently at another 
office or in another branch of the Service. 

Mr. Venables suggested that the word 
‘ ^ official ^ ^ be substituted for the word 
^ ‘ clerk. ^ ’ 

Original motion altered with consent of 
the proposer and seconder and carried in its 
amended form. 

Clause 5. Beauchamp — Boothman : That 
resolution be carried as read and that such 
obligation form be drafted and submitted 
to the convention. 

The seconder asked for the deletion of 
the word ‘‘new^^’ in the resolution which 
was consented to. 

A draft of a form such as proposed was 
submitted by ]Mr. Sutton and after much 
discussion on the question the resolution 
was put to a vote and lost. 

Clause. 6. Beauchamp-— Bell : That this 
clause be left to the Legislation Committee 
in order that they may devise ways and 
means of bringing to the notice of the 
Department the unfairness of the overtime 
system as at present inforce and ask that 
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all overtime be paid for in future. 

Mr, Tease moved an amendment, second- 
ed by Mr. Crate, as follows: That this con- 
vention re-affirm the stand taken by the 
delegation which visited Ottawa, as contain- 
ed in the report submitted. 

After discussion on the amendment, Mr. 
Crate withdrew as a seconder for same. 

An amendment was then submitted by Mr. 
Green, seconded by Mr. Jacques: That this 
convention sustain the efforts made by the 
said delegation to Ottawa, in order to ob- 
tain time off for all overtime worked, and 
that this Association immediately take such 
action as may be deemed desirable in an 
effort to obtain such concession at offices 
where this privilege is not enjoyed. 

Amendment carried. 

Convention adjourned at 0.30 p.m. to meet 
at 9 a.m. 

Tuesday, July 10th. Convention called 
to order at 9.20 a.m. 

Clause 7. Mr. Grant, in a brief speech, 
explained in a very able manner the inten- 
tion of this clause. 

Grant — Doyle: That this convention ap- 
point a committee to select and approach a 
Member of Parliament with a view to ob- 
taining his consent to act in the capacity 
of Parliamentary Kepresentative for this 
Association. 

Amendment by Mr. Tease, seconded by 
Mr. Jacques: That clause 31 be discussed 
concurrently with clause 7 and that both 
clauses be referred to a committee appoint- 
ed to deal with this matter. 

Amendment carried. 

Committee appointed : Messrs. Grant, 
Tease, Sutton, Crate, 'WTiite, Sefton and Mc- 
Culloch. 

Green — McCulloch : That the Committee 
on Per Capita Tax and Eepresentation sub- 
mit their report before any action be taken 
by the committee appointed to deal with 
clauses 7 and 31. Carried. 

Tease — Jacques: That this convention 
discuss concurrently the different clauses 
appearing in the Agenda, having a direct 
bearing on the same subject, as classified 
and arranged by the Executive Committee. 
Carried. 

Clause 12. Jacques — Hynes: That this 
clause be referred to committee. Carried. 

Clause 13. Tease — Hynes: That this 
convention refer the clauses appearing in the 
classification as arranged by the Executive 
Committee to the several committees ap- 
pointed to deal with that particular busi- 
ness, with the provision that the representa- 
tive of the branch submitting the resolution 
be allowed five minutes in which to express 
the views of the branch. Carried. 

Such action was deemed advisable in view 
of the volume of business to be dealt with 
and also because of the direct, or indirect, 
bearing of one clause to another, as shown 


by the classification of the clauses, as ar- 
ranged. It was pointed out that owing to 
a suggestion to cancel the convention, and 
later to postpone until August, that the 
Agenda had been prepared hurriedly, with- 
out an attempt being made to classify the 
clauses. 

The remainder of the session was taken 
up by delegates speaking to the resolutions 
submitted by their respective branches and 
appearing in the Agenda ; twenty clauses 
being dealt with before adjournment was 
called. 

Adjourned until 14.30. 

Tuesday afternoon session. 

Practicaly the whole of this session was 
occupied by delegates speaking to clauses 
of the Agenda. Many interesting but neces- 
sarily brief speeches were listened to, with 
very few interruptions. On several occasions 
an extension of the time limit w’as granted 
with advantage. After the final clause had 
been disposed of it was conceded by all 
present that the policy pursued had worked 
out excellently, for every delegate thorough- 
ly understood the motive underlying the sub- 
mission of each clause.

McCulloch — ^A'enables: That, whereas at 
the convention held last year in Regina^ 
matters of a confidential nature which ap- 
peared in one of the officers’ reports were 
subsequently published in Th^ Civilian for 
public consumption ; > 

Therefore, be it Resolved that hereafter 
article number four of the By-laws govern- 
ing this Association be strictly adhered to 
and that the executive officers take every 
precaution in this respect. 

Resolution adopted as read. 

Adjourned until 9 a.m. Wednesday. 

The evening was used to the utmost ad- 
vantage by the various committees ; as a 
matter of fact, it was hinted that it would 
be desirable, at future conventions, to pro- 
hibit the use of bedrooms for purposes of 
committee meetings.
